the past year by representative Catholic 
gentlemeii of this city interested in the 
movmaent to federate sll sodsties of 
Catholics weranell repaid bjrtbcnaalu 
reported and the action taken at the 
meeting of the Catholic Union at SatolH 
Hall on Monday night. The report of 
Dr. J. W. FowUr, who represented Ken- 
tucky at the first convention of the 
National Federation of Catholic Societies 
oi the United States, gave a fresh impetus 
to the delegates present, and there is now 
iceaon for hope that every Catholic to- 
dety in Lonisrille will be enrolled in the 
Ooanty Pedetatiea now in pcooeis of 
organisation. 

Though the weather waa extremdy in- 
clement there was a very repreaentative 
gatlieritiK of (U-logrtcs present when Pres- 
ident McDerniolt called the meeting to 
order. Another society, St. Peters, of 
St. Augustine's colored church, was 
added to the number now aili Hated. 
Preaident McDemott presented Mr. Bos- 
quet, of thia dty, a national officer of the 
Oeman North American Central Sodety, 
who in an interesting addrass nude many 
valuable suggeatloas. He slated that 
the State organization numbersd nearly 
one hundred societies, and that in Loois- 
ville there were thirty-six German Catho- 
lic societies. There is little doubt, he 
s iii), but that when the national rouvcn- 
tidii inrits next September the uiajor 
body and all iU branches will join the 
National Federation dther through SUte 
or County Federation, and that tbey 
woold b« Cotlowed tv amy «then. 

All pnssat wen eater for the report of 
Dr. Fowler, ifbo So ably represented 
Kentucky. It was quite voluminous, 
giving in detail the proceedings of the 
convention, which lasted three days. 
The first convention of the National 
Federation of CathoHc .Societies of the 
United States, he said, was co!iii>osed of 
between 400 and 500 delegates, represent- 
ing every section of the I'aited States 
and her recently annexed possessions. 
Among the eminent church dignitaries 
who eaeouraged the movement by their 
presenes and advice were Archbishop 
Blder, Bishops McFanI, Maes, Messmer 
and Horstraann, besides a large number 
of distinguished priests. Archbishop 
Elder occupied the throne at the Cathe- 
dral and Ijestoweil his benediction on the 
delegates at the close of the mass which 
pteceded the opening of the convention. 

Or. Fowler quoted from the welcome 
•ddiMSOf Oov, Nssh, whose brave effort 
won him greet applause. Mayor Fldsch- 
man spoke for (jadnoati, presenting the 
keys of the dty in sn eloquent and pa- 
triotic address. Appropriate responses 
were made by Prof. Authony Matre and 
Thomas B. Minahan. Touching \ipon 
the fnture proceedings he declaied they 
only tended to the spread of fraternal re- 
lations and greater union among the 
Catholic societies of America, thereby 
pcomotiug and fostering love of Ood, 
oooBtry and truth. The National Feder- 
atioa through ita Stale ead eoonty 
branchea will atrive for higher and more 
general education anniiK' the masses, 
and commends to all (;iui!>tians a close 
study of t!ie encyclicals and recommenda- 
tions of the Holy Father. The Catholic 
pre.ss also came in for its share of atten- 
tion, and the convention pleaded for a 
more generous and united support of 
thoae who ara endeavoring to supply 
the public with aonnd Catholic journals. 
One of the most emphatic dedarationa of 
Om oonsdtntion prohiblU the intsednc- 
tioa or discussion of partisan politics in 
either the National Federation or any of 
its component parts. This effectually 
disposes of the >illy rumors emanating 
from sources hostile to Catholic advance- 
ment. Dr. Fowler's report will bring 
many more sodetiea into the federation, 
which ahould speedily complete its or- 
ganization to be entitled to represents- 
tiea in the convention which nw et i in 
Chicago on the third Tuesday lu July. 

Communications were reodved from 
National Secretary liatre, containing 
outlines and recommendationB for the 
formation of State and County Federa- 
tions, together with the fees for iiieiiibcr- 
ship. The constitution is now lieing 
printed and will soon be ready for distri- 
bution. Each county will make its own 
constitution and by-laws, but nothing 
that would interfere with the autonomy 
of any sodety will be permissable. 

The oAoen who served during the psst 
year wen all re*eleded, and will serve 
until the foundation of the County Fed- 
eration is complete, which will then 
snpersetle the Catholic Union, the pur- 
pose for which it was organized having 
been accomplished. The officers are:

PATHETIC^ONDITION. 



Lord Dufferin Dying «t HI* 
Irish Castle In' 
Antrim. ' 



Cable dispatches from Dublin convey 
the distressing information th.it the Mar- 
<)>iis of Dufferin and Ava, who has won 
every distinction that can Ije conferred 
for brilliant services in the highest and 
most responsible posts of the public serv- 
ice—a great sdministntor, a great diplo- 
mat, a man of lettera, whose manifold 
■tihlsi lists h uetr^ea n Mat trnM^wide 
renown— is eating his days under pain- 
fully pathetic drcumstancea in his Irish 
castle in County Antrim. Though full 
of honors, he retired from public life 
comparatively poor. He was induced to 
give his illustrious name in succession to 
that of Lord Loch ( a former British High 
Commissioner in South Africa) to the 
directorate of companies floated by Whit- 
taker Wright, who waa then rapidly ac- 
cumulating a large fortiue by "rigging" 
the Westrdian mining market. 

The Whittaker Wright bubble burst s 
year ago. Bia companies are now in 
liquidation, having ruined a great num- 
ber of credulous people, who say they 
were tempted to invest their money by 
Dufferin 's name. Whittaker Wright is 
being questioned in the bankruptcy court 
concerning his company manipulations,- 
while Lord Dufiferin ia djrisg ^nder the 
shadow of this fatal coaaeBBDB. In the 
London courta thia week the fact waa 
brought out that his connection with the 
compsny could attach no stigma to his 
name, Dufferin having acted in a strictly 
honorable msnner and being a heavy 
sufferer. 

A Belfast dispatch says the Marquis 
was weaker Tuesday morning. Doctors 
are in constant attendance upon the 
sufferer, who is now at Clandebove. 



NATIONAL CATHOLIC FEDERATION. 



The first meeting of the National Kx- 
ecutive Committee of the American Fed- 
eration of Catholic Societies was bdd at 
Colnmbua, O., laat Sunday, the members 
present being Chdrman P. N. Mooney, 
of Cleveland: Thomaa B. Minahan, of 
Columbus; George Gibbons, of Philadel- 
phia; Henry Pries, of Erie; Anthony 
Matre, of Cincinnati, and E. (). Reardon, 
of Anderson, Ind. The Federation will 
establish permanent headquarters at Cin- 
cinnati, in charge of National Secretary 
Matre, who was authorized to employ an 
assistant. For the purpose of meeting 
the expenses of maintaining the national 
headqnarten and conducting the work of 
the Federation a per capita tas of three 
ceata per member was ordeied levied 
upon the 800,000 now affiliated, to be 
collected by the individual sodeties and 
turned into the national treasury. Copies 
of the national constitution were ordere<l 
printed for distribution, after which State 
Federations will be rapidly perfected. 

The Ohio State Federation also held 
It ' i.'iual meeting at the same time and 
place, with a very fair attendance of dele- 
gatea. It waa voted to revise the con- 
stitution so ss to conform with that of 
the national body, and this will furnish 
a copy for other Statea. The election of 
officen resulted aa foUowa:

In the course of sn able addresa on 
"The Past and Present in Iretaad," st 
the AtheuKum, in Goffc, Irdaad, Ffether 
Kavanagh, a great-grand nephew of 
Father Murphy, so patriotically identi- 
fied with the Wemfocd npriaiag cf '08, 
said: 

Ireland has kept her fsitb— perhaps 
she may regain her liberty. But the 
reverend lecturer was convinced Ireland 
would only regain her liberty when Eng- 
land was powerless to prevent her. 
Many, he sdd, look to the work our Par- 
liamentariatu ara engaged in aa the only 
n;eans of nstlonsl Salvation, while othen 
look upon the work aa nsdess. I confsss 
I can not agree with either. Though I 
am not over sanguine with regard to 
the resttU of the labors of the Parlia- 
mentary party, yet I consider such a 
puty as a nece.ssary institution in our 
present circumstances. I would ask 
those who say that the party is useless to 
tell us what have they toaubstitute for it. 
That it haa done acme good I think can 
not be denied. It can not be denied that 
it haa ahatterad, if not destroyed the 
incubus of landlord ism. That surely is 
something to Its Credit. If it has not 
broken the foreign yoke, it has some- 
what lightene<l it, and if it still weighs 
heavily upon us, it has not yet crushe<l 
us to death. If we refuse to send our 
members to the British I'arliament the 
Unionists of this country will send theirs. 
The Government then would deal with 
Ireland aa it wished, and would prob- 
ably begin with repealing all the laws 
passed in later yeat^ in favor of agricul- 
tural tenanta, and would* replace 'i%e 
landlord yoke on their necks, while 
every position on every public board in 
Ireland would be filled with nominees of 
the Government. Some eiithu liaslic 
young friend may say why not have re- 
course to physical force as a means of 
regaining our liberty. But we have none. 
Talking phyaical force reminda me of the 
old rccdpt for the making of hare soup- 
first catch your ban; ao you must first 
have phyaical force befon you can make 
uae of it. Juat tUnk of the actual num- 
ber of phydcal force Nationalists in Ire- 
land — that is of men who are able to bear 
arms, and who would do so if th'^y could 
procure them. 

First subtract from the male popula 
tion all men under eighteen and over 
fifty, and after fifty and before dgbteen 
a man haa not much capability of fight- 
ing in him. Take away from thatHiun- 
ber dl the Udoa i st s abo u t one third of 
the whole nninber. ° Subtract also all the 
police on active service and out of it, and 
all their relatives; subtract also the num- 
erous and cringing crowd v\lio in various 
situation? hang on to the skirts of the 
Government and also the great majority 
of well to-do who in this ss in every 
country, are opposed to all revolutionary 
changes. In mere point of numbers, 
then, bow do the physical force men of 
Ireland stand with rsgard to the com- 
bined male population of Bngfand, Wales 
and Scotland? Why, we have not one 
fighting man to their hundred, and 
though Irishmen were as big as Fion 
M'Coul, one of them could not flght suc- 
cessfully against a hundred. Strength 
and valor alone in these days of machine 
guns and long-distance shooting do not 
avail much. Continuing, Father Kava- 
nagh, add the Been, for instanoe may be 
pointied at aa an ezamptei but there the 
circumetancea were entirdy different; 
every Boer was a markaman; they had am- 
munition, leaders, trdning, and tbdr 
country was favorable for warfare. In 
Ireland not a man i;i a hundre<l, if a 
modern ride were put into his hands- to- 
morrow, could hit a hay stack at .'>i)(i 
yards distance. Admitting that we can 
not wrest our freedom from England by 
force of arms, let us briefly redew the 
means of bettering our coodition that lie 
within our reach. The United Irish 
League is one of them, though not the 
most imporunt, but impoctant enough to 
be seriously conddered. The dm of the 
League is sn excdlent one— to make the 
tillers of the soil ita owners. But the 
League must add to their utility by 
earnest work in other directions. It 
must advocate the language movement, 
and that for the encouragement of Irish 
manufactures, which is not to be done 
effidently by having mere empty rssdu- 
tlons alwaya in the Bogliah language; 
but must give actud help to thess grsat 
movements.

Arrogant Demand For Uncon- 
ditional Barreoder a 
Blunder. 



PROmm TOBIBD TO DB80LITI0I 



Addresdng hi^ constituents st Aber- 
deen bdora the opening of Parliament 
Mr. Bryce declared for home rule for Ire- 
land and expressed the hope that no 
Liberal would repudiate the prindples 
embraced in the Glsddone booM rule 
bills. Broceeding to. South African af- 
fairs the brave Scotchman said: 

What do we see now in South Africs? 
Prosperity turned to desolation and 
loy:il siilijects to relnls. The two Re- 
publics have been devastated from end to 
end, the live stock killed, the farms 
burned, the irrigation dams broken, the 
fruit trees cut dov/n, the very plows 
destroyed. The state of Cape Colony is 
even worse. Martial law prevails every- 
i where , and under it men who were three 
ye*re ago contented subjects sre kept in 
prison, some without trisi, some under 
heavy sentence, newspapers suppressed, 
all letters opened by the censor, the con- 
stitution snspcndeil, everywhere intense 
bitterness lictwceii i:nj;lisliineii and 
Dutchmen who tiefore had lived in h.ir 
mony,.and great irritation on the pait of 
Englishmen as well as Dntchnieii at the 
oppresions of martial law, the great bulk 
of the Dutch embittered against British 
rule, and mod of the younger Dutch in 
arms sgdnd us. Mesnwhile we l^sve 
spent two hundred millons of moiiey; we 
are entering on a period of indnstrid de- 
pression already. We have thrown into 
the bottomless pit of war expenditure all 
the savings made during fifty years, and 
the national debt is reaching the point 
at which it stoo<l at the end of the 
Crimean war. We have lost .some thirty 
or forty thousand .British lives and have 
darkened many a British home. This isC 
not sll. We hsve made all Burope hos- 
tile to us. Whst bss brought about the 
change? Not the war merely, but the 
way in which the war ho^. been con- 
ducted. The f.iiilt lies with those who 
have showi; in the coniluct of this war an 
aiiM/in^ iiiid constantly recurring want 
of foresight and judgment. Has any 
Ministry since that which lost U3 the 
American colonies shown such an abso- 
lute lack of wisdom or knowledge of the 
most ordinsry power of comprehending 
the men they hsd to ded with snd f ore- 
seeing the consequences of thdr own 
sction. We do not know half or a tenth 
of what is beinj; done under martial law, 
but we know that many men h.ive been 
hanged, and we know that the state of 
feeling among the Dutch has been ren- 
dered tenfold more bitter by its admin- 
istration. What sort of effect must be 
produced do you think by such detest- 
able-conduct as that of forcing innocent 
private dtisena, accused of no offense, 
to be present st the hsnging <rf thdr own 
townsmen snd fiieads. Then came that 
melancholy seqnd of the farm-burning, 
the gsthering of women and children 
within the concentration camps. In 
these camps II,inmi children alone had 
died in the seven months up to Novem- 
ber last. No inhumanity was intended, 
there wss only a told want of foredght. 
If these camps were s necessary conse- 
quence of the devastation of the country, 
then dther the country ought not to 
have been devastated or proper arrange- 
ments ought to have ^ifen made to pre- 
vent this frightful loss of life. 

Why were ihi.st unhappy people kept 
far inland when it would have been so 
much better to carry them down by rail 
to the coast, where they could have been 
far better cared for, and the railwajra sd 
free for the carrying of auppliea to our 
troopo? That, we hear, ia to be done 
now, but meantime deven thousand 
children alone, beddes women, hsve 
perished. But of all the blunders com- 
mitted by the Ministry the gravest has 
been their iiersistence in the demand for 
unconditional surrender, and the con- 
temptuous refusal to enter on the negoti- 
ations proposed by the two Republics in 
Hay, H'lHi. The arrogant demand for 
nnconditional surrender has been per- 
sisted ia ever since, save at one moment, 
and then the terms proposed by I/)rd 
Kitchener werr rejeded by the interfer- 
ence of Sir Alfred Milner and the Colo- 
nial Secretary. If the strife is ended on 
such terms which we can give and the 
Hoers can accept, and I t}elieve such 
terms can be fijund, you will assuage 
bitterness, you will place on the honor- 
able spirits among them a check wdl 
worth having, yon will lay the beat and 
snreat foundation for an enduring settle- 
ment. Theae condderations have re- 
cently been put by Lord Rosebery with 
ao much force, clearnem and pdnt that 
I will not dwell on them further. What 
he has said about the resumption of 
negotiations and the need for liberal 
terms I cordially endorse, and his Arraign- 
ment of the Ministry is in significant 
contrast to the .'uipport they have re 
ceive<i from some opposition writers and 



speakers. With certain parta of his 
speech msny of us do not sgree, but the 
psrts with which we do sgree sn so 
numerous, and at this moment soimpor- 
tsnt, that we may welcome his powerful 
aid. He recognized the extreme gravity 
of the position and calls for a change of 
policy. Ministers admit no error and 
wish to persevere in their unhappy 
course. He is for a );cnerona peace; they 
are for remorseless war. 

Nor, speaking for myself, do I find 
anything to object tc in his remarks on 
the clean slate, for I take him to mean no 
more than that .we mud gd rid of top- 
heavy programmea, thSt we mud look at 
thepreaent politicd poaition aa practical 
men and concentrate bur ellbrta on the 
measures which we have a fdr chance of 
carrying. This is sound advice. This 
war we condemn, because we want to 
save .South /Vfrici for the empire, and 
the action of the Ministers is calculated 
first to ruin and then to lose South Af- 
rica. What I do urge is that the terms to 
be given to the Bo^ should be gener- 
otu; they should include grants for re- 
docking the desdsted territories; they 
should include a large meaaun of local 
autonomy aa soon as order has been com- 
pletely redored, for that must, of course, 
precede any settlement; they shonld, I 
think, include a separation of the Rand 
mining basin from the pastoral district; 
they .should include an amnesty .so framed 
as not to cover acts of cruelty or brigand- 
age, and which should be made contin- 
gent on a prompt acceptance of the condi- 
tions of peace. It is a great mistake to 
think harah measnrea mora likely to se- 
cure tranquility and diedience than len- 
ient ones. Dismiss all thoughts of re- 
venge. British supremacy has been amply 
asserted. Vou are told that there are di- 
visions in the Liberal party. I regret 
them, and lest I slioul<l seem to accentu- 
ate tlfem I w ill say no more than this one 
word, which justice requires. Sir K. 
Campbell Banneruian is in no wise to 
blame for them, for no man could have 
shown not only more energy and eam- 
estness, but more unselfishness snd for- 
bearance, than he haa ahown for the past 
three years. Surely the time has come 
when the general sentiment of the nation 
.should arrest the iiiisj»nided jiolicy, or 
rather the licli)less drifting of these last 
few years, and demand a return to the 
principles under which Britain was pros- 
perous and united at home, strong and 
respected abroad, finding in the attach- 
ment of all her coloniea the fined bul- 
wark of her empire.

"idsod of story and song" recently 

passed away at the venerable Bge of 
almost ninety years. He came of a 
family of poets, his fethtr and his 
brother both writing some beautiful 
verses. He was the last of a gen- 
eration that seems to have no suc- 
cessor. He saw all his friends tnd 
contemporaries pass away — Tenny- 
son, Cardinal Newman, Words- 
worth — but he lived on and sang 
bravely to the last. 

Aubrey De Vere wss not a popu- 
lar poet. He was attuned to such 
a high key, his jnuse was inspired 
with such lofty thonghU and senti- 
ments, that he appealed to the schol- 
arly more than to the masses. But 
all his writings shed luster on the 
hind of his Urth— Irdand— and his 
works should be more widely 
known, especially by Catholics^ as 
he was the greatest Catholic po^ of 
the lat century. 

In the dozen or so volumes which 
he has left behind this little sonnet 
will be found characteristic of the 
whole:

THB C0U>NIB5 KICK. 

When the British Government, 
in deference to protests and appeals 
of home cattle raisers and butchers, 
announced that foreign bids would 
be barred in contracting for the 
meat supply to the army in South 
Africa, it was approved as just thst 
the people who paid the taxes to 
carry on the war should be given 
the contracts in preference to Amer- 
icans even at a higher price. It was, 
of course, suppos e d that this would 
mean the expenditure of the entire 
amount in England, though it was 
manifestly a mistake, as the cattle 
supply of England is inadequate for 
the home demand. The colonial 
cattle men realized this and ex- 
pected to furnish the needed cattle 
to fill out the contracts. 

But the contractors were looking 
out for No. I, a characteristic of 
the Bnglish trader. British capital 
is largely invested in Argentina, 
South America.in cattle ranches and 
they wanted a market. The cattle 
as well as the sheep for the army 
contracts come from Argentina, and 
the money goes to Argentina in- 
stead of the British colonial cattle 
men who ea:pected and were so 
eagerly anticipating a demand for 
their cattle at good prices. 

The result is a vigorous protest 
from the Governments of the Aus- 
tralian provinces and New Zealand 
to the British War Office. These 
colonies not only pay taxes to csrry 
on the war and have their trade 
restricted as a result in common 
with all British subjects, but they 
have furnished troops and are called 
on for additional contingents, and 
feel that when one of their chief 
products is required by the home 
Oovemment they, and not a for- 
eign country, should be patronized. 
The protest condemns this action of 
the British Government as evidence 
of reprehensible indifference to the 
claims to the colonies, illy accord- 
ing with the expressions of imperial 
solidarity, poor repayment for the 
sacrifices of the colonists and gen- 
erally as grave injustice. It seems 
unlikely that the call for additional 
troops from the colonics will be 
complied with. On the contrary, 
the incident will encourage the col- 
onies to demand more independence 
of imperial control in their home 
government and trade. 



CANT HBAD HIH OPP. 



The difficult industrial and com- 
mercial proUcm that is ai^tating 

Europe is caused by the Amei-ican 
competition, which not only affects 
their export trade, but their home 
markets. Bvery American manu 
facturer, commercial or railroad 
man who visits Europe is eagerly 
sought and inte r v i ewed, and nsnslly 
frankly states his views of the sit^ 
nation, which are all alike discour- 
aging to the Europeans, particu- 
larly as conditions and results prove 
them correct. American products 
arc pushing other products in all 
the markets of the world, and Eng- 
Und and Germany are hardest 
pressed, their home market as well 
as export trade being invaded. 
Germany is aroused over a new 
tariff to exclude American products. 
Bnt too drastic a measure would 
also practically exclude German 
products from the Americaif^ittfir. 



kets. Which is the least damaging 
end of the dilemma is the problem 
iD> Germany. , 

The frankness and indifference of 
the Americans ss to what course 
foreign Governments may adopt is 
baffling to their competitors. They 
seem to care little; they are pushing 
ahead. If barred out of the home 
markets they wUl curtail their pur- 
chases in such home markets and 
enter more earnestly in competition 
in the world's export trade with 
countries that arc not competitors. 
Thus the foreigner is given the 
alternative of allowing American 
competition in his home market or 
losiuR American trade and meeting 
American competition in all export 
markets. And there seems no way 
to head off the American from one 
or the other alternative, a^kc dis- 
sstrous to Burope. 

The real sitfuition as well as the 
American trade policy is fully illus- 
trated by Charles M. Schwab, Pres- 
ident of the United States Steel 
Corporation, who said in his Berlin 
interview: 

"Naturally it is to America's interest 
that the German tariff should not be 
increased; but I do not think we can 
expect Germany not to increase her tariff; 
that it will really protect her home 
market from our competition. If Ger- 
many does not raise the tariiT, it means 
that onr highly finiabad flooda, aa well as 
onr coaner pradtMta, will take this 
msrket. American exporters quite ex- 
pect Germany's tariff to go up. It is not 
in Germany, France or Austria that we 
can sell largely, but in England, Russia, 
Turkey and China and all the free 
markets where Germany and England 
find outlets. Time is the only element, 
and it will not be a very long time, 
either, natil tbcy are all oora."

An instance of increase in Ameri- 
can trade whidi is causinK depres- 
sion and alarm in Bngland and 
Germany is furnished in the sup- 
plying of Russia's demsnd for sgri- 
cultural machines and imfdements, 
nearly all of which until recently 
came from England and Germany. 
The completion of the Siberian 
railway and the opening of Siberia 
to settlement and agricttltural de- 
velopment naturally promised a 
great increase itl demand, which 
Bnglish and German manufacturers 
sought but failed to retain, thus 
adding to their, great loss of trade. 
Hence dullndis, surpltu stocks, 
closed fsctories and idle workmen 
in this industrial branch. Ameri- 
can machines and implements are 
taking the Rusrian markets. Last 
year the American shipments to 
Russian ports aggregated 33,000 
tons. Thus early in this year five 
ships are loading at New Yortc and 
Philadelphia with 36,000 tons for 
Russian ports, an increase of 8 per 
cent, over the entire shipment of 
last year, and this dees not indnde 
shipments from other American 
ports. 

Kentucky, owing to economic 
notions of her rulers, was not 
represented by as mndl aa a log 
cabin at the Buffalo and Charleston 
Expositions, and unless somebody 
gets on a bustle Kentucky will 
likewise not show on the map at 
the St. Louis World's Fair next 
year. Economy is wise, hut when 
carried to such extremes is not 
only fooli^, but an injury to the 
State. Waka up, make the neces 
sary preliminaries and appropria- 
tion for representation at St. Louis, 
and let the world know tl^e State 
of Kentucky at least exista.

BdfM, died at Bel- 
fast in his nia^-aUth year. Deceased 
was regarded as the father of the Presby- 
terian church in Ireland. 

At the Tipperary petty sessions, a man 
named Robert McGuiane was brought up 
in custody, charged with breaking into 
the Catholic church at Bmly. The 
priaoner, who it ia anppoted, ia ft native 
of Galway, waa reamaded for eight daya. 

Two Belfast boatmen named Francis 
O'Neill and William McGooghan fell 
into the Milewater basin and were taken 
in the ambulance to the Royal Hospital. 
O'Neill, who was sixty years of age, died 
from the effects of the immeraion. The 
other man haa raoeverad. 

An application to the Judicial Commit- 
tee of the Privy Council for an order to 
authorize the construction of an electric 
tramway in the city of Limerick was 
postponed for four mounths with a view 
to the productiou of further evidence on 
financial and other poiata.

From hia early years he waa an ardent 
Nationalist and be took an active part in 
the Land League and subsequent national 
agitations and strongly sup))orted the 
Irish language revival movement.

disrupt the unions of Dayton.

The latest Protestant Episcopal clergy-

Mr. Ooian 
waa born in Albany and waa ofdaincd to 
the Episcopal priesthood in 1897. His 
first paatoral work was performed in Chi- 
cago.

At Mr. Doran's confirmation 
into the Catholic churcb he waa accom- 
panied by James Hazen Hardy, a student 
in the medical department of the Uni- 
veraity of Pennsylvania, who waa at one 
tima aa acolyte ia St Clament'a. 

PAMHiL ntAOine.

The "firemen'a panaion bill," aa gen- 
erally understood fo be to pension fire- 
men disabled in the service by acriilciit 
or infirmity, is so unobjectionable that 
the bill lieanng that title passed tht* 
House at I'raukfort without opposition, 
and is now pending in the Senate. Its 
true character has beoome known, and it 
develops a scheme of deception conceal- 
ing two rather laiga cooaa in the arood- 
pile. '*Plreman'a pension bHH*' It pro- 
vides first of all for an increaae of the 
salaries of the Chief, Assistant Chiefs and 
other officers of the Louisville I'irc 
Department who receive Inr^.;e s.ilaries, 
but no increase for tlie rank atid tile who 
get $2.2t) per day. This, besides the 
deception, is a rank injustice and a piece 
of impertinence. However the law may 
be twisted, the Legialature has no equit- 
able right to fix the aalariea of city 
employes; the city hirea and pays them, 
and has the sole equitable right to fix the 
rate of pay. This is the first coon. 

The other coon is in the provision for 
pensions. Kvery fireman serving twenty 
years is to \ye retire<l on half pay, regard- 
less of his physical condition or needs. 
This establishes a privileged class to be 
supported by the city for the remainder 
of their natural lives without rendering 
any further service, even thongfa they 
have been fnlly paid for their volnnUry 
service and are in no way iaeapadtated 
from earning a livelihood. Uodcr this 
pension law the Fire Department will 
become a very costly affair, and with the 
twenty-year men being retire<l year by 
year on half pay (ranging from the 
$\-i'> per month i, the amount required to 
pay them will soon be an immense extra 
Toad to carry in addition to the proper 
coat-of the department. There can be no 
planaible defanaa of this kind of pension- 
ing. No flreaiaa, avea if aatirely inca- 
pacitated, nscda iiorahoald the city be 
required to pay htm any such sum as the 
bill proposes; and to provide for such 
payments by the city indiscriminately, 
including able-bodied men not in need, 
makes tb* propoaaj hUl a raid on the 
city, treasury. 

A firemao'a paaaion bill, providing 
only for reasonable penaiona to fiiemen 
incapacitated by Injury, aicknaaa or 
infirmity, regardlaM of term of aarvice, 
will be gaaandly atfJafaetory. Any 
acheme of the Legislature to arbitrarily 
fix aalariea of dty emptores, or to foist 
the burden of indiaeriminate pensions at 
such rates for firemen or any others, is 
deserving of jxipular condemnation. 

If the pending bill can not Ik.' amended 
by eliminating the salary provision and 
limiting the pensions to a reasonable 
amount to disable<i firemen, it ought to 
be knocked on tjie bead by the Senate. 
If it aboutd pass, Gov. Beckham will 
have a chance to aiake frienda in this 
dty by awiagiag the veto ax and kill- 
ing it

every Catholic to raise his heart to the 
Almighty and make a most devout act of 
faith. Unleaa Parliament should change 
thia oath, the Biahop declared. King 
Edward would, aa ruler of hia kingdom, 
inaolt' millons of Catholic aabjacta when 
be took it "We must throw aaide all 
sentiment, we' mast look at the facts as 
they are in cold reality," declared the 
Bishop. "If King Ivdward were to take 
the oath now he would be obliged to 
swe.-tr that the eucharist is not the bo<ly 
and blood, soul and divinity of our divine 
Lord under the appearance of bread and 
wine, and be would have to awear that 
thia divine sacrifice of the maaa which we 
are offering hare ia a anperatitioa or a 
fable. On the day of the coronation of 
the King of England I want every Cath- 
to pray fervently to God, to repeat the 
Apostles' Creed, to make an act of faith, 
and, if possible, to spend some time in 
adoratioti before the aioat Ucaaad aacra- 
ment."
